His signal to the united right will be different 


than the message he gives to voters

f Napoleon was fond of epigrams and Ronald Reagan relied on misty 

anecdotes to wax eloquent on everything from fighting the Evil Empire 

to trading arms for hostages, Ralph Klein has further evolved this art 
with the grand gesture to push his agenda. 

Mere quotes or funny stories don’t suffice for our portly premier. 
Instead, he rules through staged pseudo-events (summits on justice and 
gambling or round tables on health care and education) shaped to serve 
his desires. And while enduring images remain of Ralph swigging rye 
with the great unwashed at downmarket taverns, he faithfully carries out 
the bidding of the Petroleum Club’s fleshy pillars. 

That public image was carefully crafted by Rod Love, an ex-waiter 
inspired by My Fair Lady to turn a maverick television reporter and 
political neophyte into Calgary’s mayor and, later, our beloved premier. 
Love’s was genius wasted lecturing Jon Havelock, Dianne Mirosh and 
Mike Cardinal about their job descriptions, and his patience sapped by 
internal caucus bickering over abortion and other explosive issues. So 
Rod bailed into the private sector last year to troll for deep-pocketed 
clients, as a lobbyist with impeccable connections. He fought the good 
fight for bar owners during last fall’s VLT plebiscites and recently 
emerged as a tub-thumper for the United Alternative. 

At a gathering of the UA faithful in Calgary last week, Rod suggested 
Ralph, who sniped with Presto’s Posse in the past two federal elections, 
will give his official blessing to a united right-of-centre coalition when he 
addresses the UA convention later this month in Ottawa. Rod's pro- 
nouncement immediately sent shivers through the ego of Stock Day, who 
poses as Alberta’s treasurer. Stock has never cloaked his ambition of 
going national with his act, which is equal parts of Jimmy Swaggart and 
Dan Quayle with a touch of Clint Eastwood (“moral prisoners”). 

While Ralph has resisted the pleas to take up arms against Jean 
Chrétien, Rod certainly scripted a nice platform for his ex-boss. Ralph 
will get a prime-time slot to speak at the right-wing’s Canadian confab — 
probably scheduled somewhere between Exxon’s anti-Kyoto open-bar 
reception and a Pentecostal book burning/tailgate bash out in the park- 
ing lot. 

Ralph will get a national audience — David Frum and other partisan 
journalists who masquerade as pundits have already taken care of the 
advance publicity — as well as some primo face time and slam-dunk 
sound bites on national news. The convention will, most assuredly, act as 
non-stop filler for Newsworld and Sunday Edition, with the chattering / 
classes comparing Ralph's performance to Presto, who is giving the 
other keynote address. Polls will follow. 

Waddling off to Ottawa might sound strange, given Ralph’s rebuffs to 
crown him as King of the Tories last year. His Rickard III protestations 
make this plot seem too carefully contrived. It appeals to a vanity too 
great for our premier not to “rethink” his options. 

Rod’s conjuring abilities will be sorely tested by resurrecting Ralph as 
leader of Canada’s right as long as careless Mall refinancing memos 
engulf him in Edmonton. However, even admissions about clueless cuts 
to health and education seem to magically disappear for voters, who 
remember that Ralph listens, Ralph cares and Ralph cut the deficit.

The CBC reporter went so far 
as to claim information provided 
by major advertisers was reprint- 
ed to look like regular editorial 
content, as provided by the publi- 
cations’ writers.

The proof couldn’t be 
right there, in Vue Weekly's pre- 
Christmas buying guide, could it?

Meet the new boss 


Old ‘news guy’ replaces other ‘news guy’ running CKUA

KUA Radio’s new general man- 
C ager, Ken Regan, took the helm 

of the station this week. He 
replaces outgoing GM Ken Davis, 
who steered the station through 
rough waters after it went off the 
air in March 1997. 

Davis handed in his res- 
ignation last summer 
after discovering 
he’d made mistakes 
in budget projec- 
tions. Rather than 
suffer a $200,000 budget 
deficit, Davis laid off seven staff 
members — including popular on- 
air personalities Daphne Bane, 
Katherine Hoy and David Ward, 
and instituted other spending 
cuts. 

Regan left a position as a series 
producer with Discovery USA in 
Vancouver, B.C., knows the sta- 
tion well. He worked for the 
provincewide broadcaster from 
1982 to 1994, when the provincial 
government privatized the station 
(Regan recommended Davis for 
the job of news director at the sta- 
tion when he left that position in 
1994. The two had served together 





on the local executive of the 
Canadian Association of 
Journalsits.) 


Regan began as an early-morn- 
ing newsreader and later became 
producer of the public affairs pro- 
gram Mid-Day Magazine. He pro- 
duced an award-winning docu- 
mentary commemorating the Hiro- 
shima bombing, served as the sta- 
tion’s Legislative bureau chief and 
worked as news director for a 
couple of years. 

“IT was on some management 
committees at the time (the sta- 
tion was privatized), working on 
the restructuring,” Regan said. 

When the private board charged 
with running CKUA pulled the sta- 
tion off the air to avoid bankrupt- 
cy, Regan was employed as a 
news producer at CBC TV. That 
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station’s reporters broke stories 
concerning payments the broad- 
caster was making to its own 
board members. 

“They did all the work, but I 
was at their disposal.” 













He has no plans to radically 
change things at the station. 

“As maudlin or hokey as it 
might sound, I thought I could 
give something back to the sta- 
tion,” he said of his decision to 
apply for the general manager’s 


job. 


“If it hadn’t been for CKUA, I 
don’t know where I would be. 
This is where I cut my teeth as a 
broadcaster and learned about 


journalism and public broadcast- 


ing. 

Regan said he doesn’t want to 
“mess around with the fundamen- 
tals” at the station, calling its 
revival and listener support “a 
remarkable achievement.” 

Although his background is in 
news, he won’t make any sweep- 
ing changes to programming. 

Bud Steen, chair of the CKUA 
Radio Foundation Board, says it 
will take time for Regan’'s pres- 
ence to be felt, anyway. 

“He’s only been there for 15 
hours, so | think it’s a little prema- 
ture to suggest we've re-energized 
the staff or anything like that,” 
Steen said Tuesday. 

What does have the station's 
staff buzzing, though, is the 
launch of its 24-part series on the 
Smithsonian-Folkways record col- 
lection, Steen says. The documen- 
tary has received media attention 
locally and internationally. i 

“We can sit back and say, ‘yeah

— we do world-class work here,” 
Steen said 

Although Davis wouldn’t com- 
ment on his plans for the future, 
some staffers at the station have 
said Davis — who served as exec- 
utive producer of The 
Folkways Collection — 
could be staying on in 
some other capacity. But 
Steen says Davis may 
continue his work as a pro- 
ducer, independent of the sta- 
hon 

“I've had a number of discus- 
sions with Ken Davis about his 
interests and how he could make 
a contribution to CKUA... I'd like 
to see Davis remain associated 
with CKUA. He is a capable and 
talented man.”

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Kronos Quartet: times not of the essence

hen upstart violinist David Harrington 

conceived a vision in Seattle in 1973, he 

and fellow musicians Jim Schallenberg- 
er, Tim Killian and Walter Gray had no ink- 
ling of the eventual impact Kronos Quartet 
would play in the development of contempo- 
rary string repertoire or the growth in aware- 
ness of the string quartet as a musical genre 

Nor, it seems, did they have a keen grasp 
of Greek mythology. Though Harrington is 
loathe to broach the subject of the band’s 
name during interviews, he did explain its 
origin in a 1985 article in High Fidelity/Mus- 
ical America. Apparently, Harrington read 
about Chronos, the Greek god of time, and 
became intrigued. “I thought, that sounds 
really neat,” he said in the article. “Time, 
timeliness, things ticking away The idea real 
ly interested me, but I just couldn't stand the 
spelling, so I decided to go with a ‘K.’ 

“T've since found out Kronos with a ‘K is a 
whole different god. He was the father of 
Zeus and Poseidon, who was best known for 
devouring his children. Since then, I've spent 
a lot of time denying I knew what Kronos 
with a‘K’ meant when I named the quartet.” 

The ensemble, however, has always 
known its way around string music. Its very 
first concert at North Seattle Community 
College featured four works — Béla Barték’s 
String Quartet No. 3 (1927), Anton Webern’s 
Six Bagatelles (1911/13), George Crumb’s 
Dark Angels (Thirteen Images from the 
Dark Land) for electric string quartet (1970) 
and Travelling Music, a work composed by 
Harrington's composition teacher on a com- 
mission paid for with a bag of Gongmntts 

Now, on the heels of last year’s 25th an- 
niversary celebration, Kronos Quartet is set 
to open the Edmonton Symphony Orches- 


tra’s brand new rESOund Festival of Contem- 


porary Music with a concert Monday, Feb. 8 
at 8 p.m. in the Winspear Centre. It’s a fitting 
beginning for a festival that will also include 
the likes of the Stuttgart Chamber Choir, 
Robert Aitken and local performers such as 
the Brian Webb Dance Company, Kokopelli 
Choir, NOWage Orchestra and 
Saint Crispin’s Chamber 
Ensemble. 


The combined experiences of all these per- 


formers, however, will have trouble rivalling 
the storied history of the festival’s openers. 
Kronos Quartet’s early years were filled with 
various experiences. There were commis 
sions from various composers, intensive 
coaching sessions with visiting musicians 
and training courses with the Lenox Quartet 
in New York. Between 1975 and 1977. 
was the String Quartet in Residence at the 
University in Geneseo, New York 

After relocating to San Francisco, where 
members felt they would find an environ 
ment of freedom and experimenta- 
tion, Kronos began to change pub- 
lic conceptions of classical string 
quartets forever. There were per- 
formances of Penderecki at San 
Quentin Prison, The Star- 
Spangled Banner at. Candle 
stick Park, and arrangements 
of Igor Stravinsky's The Rité 
of Spring and Jimi Hendrix’ 
Purple Haze at the Great 
American Music Hall. To 
quote from their promo- 
tional biography, Four 
Hundred Candles: The 
Creation of a Reper- 
toire, “they finished out 
their (San Francisco- 
based) Mills College 
residency with a pro 
gram including James 
Brown's Sex Mach- 
ine and a perfor- 
mance with a robot 
named Elvik.”

Copyright Notice: the letter “c" ina circle 
refers to ownership of the song and is fol- 
lowed by the year copies were first issued to 
the public.

Frogs hop to

ndependent Canadian 
bands often find it difficult to let 

people know about their music 
because they can’t get their 
music played on radio; but they 
can’t get played on radio 
because no one knows about 
their music. 

Jamie Osborne, of Vancouver- 
based funk/rock/punk band Smokin 
Frogs, is't too worried because the 
Smokin Frogs music that could get 
played on radio — from the group’s 
two recorded efforts, Waterproof 
and Envy — doesn't really reflect 
the band’s true nature anyway. 

“We've never really been able to 
capture the live essence of what we 
do. And I think that’s where we get 
most of our fans,” Osborne said. 

Still, the group’s chief song- 
writer, vocalist and digeridoo play- 
er knows an essential recording of 
Smokin Frogs would be possible, if 
only there were enough money for 
the right equipment and the right 
producer 

But because the band has been 
doing the indie thing for several 
years already, he’s not in any hurry 
to score a record deal 

“It’s such a game, the whole 
music industry,” he stated. “We'd 
be looking for exactly the right 
deal. Because I've seen enough and 
heard enough to know that you 
have to have the right things in 
place.” 

The problem with capturing the 
live sound of Smokin Frogs is that 
the group loves to mix influences 
within each show and within each 
song. Until recently, the group 
toured with a DJ, who would create 
different beats to reflect the band’s 
different styles of music. 

Through that formula, Smokin 
Frogs has built an admirable fol- 
lowing throughout Western 
Canada’s ski country. Their sound 
seems to appeal to both youthful 
snowboard fanatics and long-time 
ski bums, as well as Canadian and 
international (especially

Stéphane falls in love with the 
beautiful, earthy Sabina (Rona 
Hartner). But really, plot develop- 
ments are sort of peripheral. Front 
and centre is the vigorous, impas- 
sioned lifestyle of the gypsies, trans- 
mitted through their celebrations, 
their grief and, above all, their music 
and dance. The whole movie bustles 
with the noise, colors and sensations 
of their unique existence. 

Real gypsies took roles in this 
movie, so you get an authentic sense 
of their lives, even if it’s heightened a 
bit by plot conventions. Their music 
is dizzying and visceral, brimming 
with humor, pain and boundless 
emotional energy. If you like the 
Gypsy Kings you should be slapped, 
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then forced to watch this movie to 
absorb some of the culture’s vibrant, 
genuine sounds. Whether a fevered 
wedding dance or a keening lament, 
the various songs do much to reveal 
the emotional character of the peo- 
ple whose lives they pervade. 

Best of all, Gatlif seems to stand 
aside and let it happen, never obtru- 
sive in capturing the nuances of the 
culture he has drawn you into. His 
unsentimental script finds humor in

Kristy Harcourt, pro- 
ducer of Gaywire, a 
CJSR radio program 
about issues affecting 
gay and lesbian people, 
found the e-mails offen- 
sive and frightening. 
Harcourt. says it appears 
that, following the 
Shepard murder last 
year, anti-gay groups are 
trying to create the 
image that a war is rag- 
ing between gays and 
straights. 

“This is trying to mili- 
gate or cance! out the 
public grief and shock 
(over the Shepard mur- 
der),”. she said. “It 
makes it look like a 
war’s going on. One gay 
man was killed and now, 
look! Gay men are 
killing straight men.” 

The letters take a 
pious tone, asking read- 
ers to pray for gays, 
though referring to gays 
as “animals” and hinting 
that violence against 
them, at least in this 
instance, is okay. 

With four arrests 
made but the “main 
instigator” at large, the 
writer hints at the possi- 
bility of more violence. 

“L am very, very afraid 
that my husband might 
run into him (the so- 
called main instigator) 
first. That would not be 
good I assure you.” 

“It is an incitement to 
yt to -f- 2 nce 

. it seeks the readers’ 
approval for violence,” 
Harcourt said. 

The story seems deés- 
tined to become an 
urban legend. I checked 
out one site dedicated to 
tall tales but couldn't 
find this one listed. It 
should show up soon.
